Testing will be 24/7 except for outages for any required transmitter adjustments 
resulting from listener feedback on coverage and interference, and any pre-approval 
concerns by the federal government. Three months of AM-FM simulcasting follows 
Testing before the AM transmitter is turned off for good. Testing must be non- 
commercial and requires frequently- announced information on how to report 
interference or gaps in coverage. During Testing, expect to hear mention of “CKJS- 
FM” on CKJS-AM, encouraging listeners to check the adequacy of the FM coverage.

FL Lehigh Acres — 9/16 0059 — End of male Spanish Christian vocal, accented

active from my former Clearwater, Florida home, but not heard for years. We'll see 
if this remains active. Is being widely heard throughout Florida, so it appears to be 
a true re-activation. (TK-FL) [WWCL has been operating under a series of STAs 
(original and subsequent renewals) since 1989 allowing them to operate U4 9.9 
kW/4.7 kW “. . . for the purpose of negating Cuban interference” (from their 
application). The day pattern’s main lobe is centered at 255, toward South Texas and 
Northern Mexico, while the night pattern is unchanged, with major lobes at 233 and 
087 and minor lobes at 290 and 030°- Ed.] 

IL Cicero — Has been on full time since at least mid-September with a variety of 
Spanish-language talk, news and music programs.

If you do, we all want to read about it — it’s been at least 20 years since we saw a logging 
of any of these stations, so it will surely pique our interest!

A couple of issues ago I mused about our trip to the Pacific coast of Mexico in July in which my 
hopes for an oceanfront DX fest mostly fizzled. I can now report that the DX part of the stay was not 
a complete washout. The ten-minute full-band Perseus recording I made spanning 1100 UTC on 20 
July yielded a few expected carriers on 9 kHz splits and one nice audio recording, as 4QD-Emerald, 
Queensland faded up with a news report about a Queensland man who tied bedsheets together to 
escape quarantine and fly to Brisbane. The listenable audio didn’t last more than about 30 seconds, 
but the familiar Aussie accents and the details of the story, which matched an article found via web 
searching on the same date, resulted in one solid DU catch. One catch is all it takes; I played the 
recording for my wife Joanne and showed her the 12782 km/7982 mi path the signal took, and she 
said, "Wow, we have to go back to the beach." Of course, she would say that anyway. The bandscan 
also tipped me to some targets for DXing at home, as both XEMAB-950 and XEIT-1070 from Ciudad 
del Carmen, Campeche were heard with morning anthems. Campeche is one of five Mexican estados 
I still need from Queretaro. 

The home DX season started off well with the WBOB-600 DX test on the morning of 4 Sept. At first 
nothing came through, but at 0018 CDT I caught some bursts of Morse code. Since the Perseus was 
recording I didn’t loop back to check it, and it was just as well because ten minutes later a nice clear 
voice ID was heard. I sent the recording to Jerry Smith of WBOB and received a pleasant note in 
response (no QSL requested). Thanks to all involved in organizing the test. 73, Mike

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Navigating the [RIB Radio Iran Internet Streams 
by Bruce Conti 


Although Iran radio stations can be relatively to easy to identify by the interval signal of the 
national program, distinctive male choral vocals typical of Iran, the national anthem, and unique 
offset frequencies, it’s not always as easy as it seems. A few of the MW stations are streamed on the 
IRIB website, which can be helpful for identification. But finding a station on the website can be 
equally challenging, if you are not familiar with Farsi script. 

To get started, go to http://radio.irib.ir and scroll down until you see a collection of radio station 
logos:

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The Sale of WMBI in Chicago

The recent notice in DX News of the change at WMBI-AM in Chicago was short and simple: 
“1110 WMBI IL Call change to WXES (July 19)” 
Yet that call change, resulting from the sale of the station, deserves a footnote in U.S. radio history. 

As Robert Federer of the Chicago area suburban newspaper Daily Herald noted, WMBI was the first 
non-commercial, Christian-formatted radio station in the United States and possibly in the world. 

In fact, it was the first radio station with a full-time Christian radio format. (Many early stations had 
carried Christian worship services on a regular basis as a part of a wide spectrum of programming.) 

On Jan. 2, 1921, Pittsburgh radio station KDKA, which some acknowledge as the first radio station 
to broadcast continually, became the first to carry a religious program over the airwaves. That 
transmission featured a worship service from the Calvary Episcopal Church and marked the initial 
time that the station had provided a remote broadcast. 

Although the audience for the program was only in the thousands, the broadcast became a fixture 
of the station's Sunday evening programming schedule and lasted for decades. 

The Rev. Edwin Van Etten, the pastor of the church, helped to popularize the genre of Christian 
broadcasting. According to a recent article in the Pittsburgh Tribune, a lot of planning and rehearsing 
had to be done at the church before the first service went on the air. 

“The (engineers) practiced for two weeks before moving the transmitters and microphones around 
to see how to get the best reception....They had a Jewish engineer and a Catholic engineer, and they 
wore choir robes the first week so they blended in and didn’t distract the congregants.” 

It was just over a year before WWJ in Detroit (which also laid claim to the honor of being the first 
broadcasting station) carried its inaugural religious service from St. Paul’s Cathedral (Episcopal) on 
Easter Sunday, April 16, 1922. That broadcast continued without interruption until the early 1980s. 

The development of a full-time Christian station didn’t lag far behind those early individual 
broadcasts. In 1923, Calvary Baptist Church in New York City was the first church to operate its own 
radio station, WQAO. While it didn’t own the station for more than a few years, the church is still 
active today in Christian broadcasting through its weekly radio program, Tell It From Calvary. 

WOQAO first launched on March 4, 1923 costing only $1,500 to put on the air. Chief engineer, George 
F. Koster, who was a church sexton, did the honors. In 1926 they moved to 760 and began a share- 
time agreement with WHAN and WPAP. 

Originally, WQAO broadcast for only an hour and a half weekday mornings, with an extra hour 
on Wednesday morning and two hours on Sunday morning. (Source: Arcane Radio Trivia) 

WQAO, had a broadcasting range of up to 500 miles. All three worship services, including the 
Wednesday prayer meeting, were sent over the airwaves. Over time, “The Calvary Church Hour” 
migrated to other stations, such as WMGM, WMCA, and onto shortwave radio as well. 

By 1959 the church was broadcasting its program via WABC in New York City and overseas on 
HCJB, The Voice Of The Andes, in Quito, Ecuador. 

WMBI 1110-AM, had been the radio flagship of Chicago’s Moody Bible Institute since 1926 and 
claims to be the oldest noncommercial Christian radio station in the country. 

Moody’s first broadcasts featured preaching, Bible teaching, and live music performed by Moody 
Bible Institute faculty and students. When Crowell Hall was built on the Chicago campus in 1939, the 
top floors were devoted to new studio space with balconies for audiences to watch the live shows. 
More than 75 years later, Moody’s famed Studio B is still in use, Chicago’s last surviving studio from 
the classic era of live production. 

Here is further information from the Moody Radio website. 

Moody Radio’s pioneering approach to gospel music launched the careers of many noted singers and 
composers, including George Beverly Shea, John W. Peterson, Wendell Loveless, and Donald Hustad. 
Today Moody continues its innovative and diverse musical programing, including its award-winning 
Internet channel, Urban Praise. 

In the 1930s WMBI began recording and syndicating its programs by mailing them out on giant 16- 
inch, two-sided transcription discs. The 1950s brought reel-to-reel tapes, followed by cassettes in the 
1970s. Moody Radio’s syndicated programs became noted for their national influence; in 1944 Moody 
became a founding member of the National Religious Broadcasters. 

In 1958 Moody purchased WCRF in Cleveland, Ohio, leading to expansion that now includes 36 
owned and operated stations. Hundreds of other stations are Moody affiliates. 

Moody Broadcasting Network became the first satellite distributor of religious broadcasting in 1981. 
Moody shows were beamed from the Crowell Hall studios to an orbiting RCA Satcom ILIR satellite, 
transforming the face of local Christian radio. Hundreds of stations across the country gained access to 
Moody programming. 
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WMBI-AM pioneered Spanish-language programming with “Radio Esperanza,” switching its 
Saturday format to all Spanish in 1980. 

In the recent transfer of WMBI-AM, El Sembrador Ministries, a Spanish-language Catholic network 
based in Chatsworth, California, agreed to pay $1.6 million for the daytime-only AM station along 
with a construction permit for a translator at 106.3 FM. 

WMBLis expected to switch to El Sembrador’s ESNE Radio format. (ESNE stands for El Sembrador 
Nueva Evangelizacién—The New Evangelization Sower. The concept of sower in Christianity refers 
to people who share their faith.) 

It had been two years since Moody announced it was selling its AM stations to focus on expansion 
of its FM network and digital platforms. 

Greg Thornton, senior vice president of media for Moody Radio, said at the time the decision 
reflected “the limitations of AM broadcasting today, including the limitation on many AM stations 
to only broadcast in the daytime, as well as the dramatic rise in digital/online/mobile listening.” 

In Chicago, Moody Radio continues to operate Christian station WMBI 90.1-FM along with 
numerous digital properties.
